for the plan—these cities may be expected 
to be the scenes of ‘he bitterest fighting on 
the eastern front since Stalingrad. For the 
Dnieper is admittedly the best line of de- 
fence that remains to the retreating enemy. 
If they can’t stop the Russians there, the 
Vistula will be the next good stopping- 
place on the old Napoleon road. 

Not less important than the capture of 
Bryansk is the fact that the Russ‘ans did 
not have to halt their offensives in the 
Ukraine and the Donets area in order to 
execute the drive. The advance kept going 
in these sectors also, with the result that 
both Melitopol and Dniepropetrovsk are 
now objectives.
